Ration Figures Don’t Say So 


Somewhere in Upland are 
several hundred residents who 
do not have their war ration 
food book No. 2. 

Or, these several hundred 
persons obtained their books 
somewhere other than at the 
three Upland schools. 

It is not like Uplanders to 
admit that since May, 1942, the 
population has decreased 56 as 
the ration figures might indi- 
cate. Other factors give strong 
proof that the population has 
gone upwards. 


The fact remains, however, 
that 7,186 food ration books 
were issued to local residents at 
the three Upland schools last 
week. Sugar ration books is- 
Sued about a year ago totaled 
7,192, which shows the 1942 fig- 
ure as 56 higher than the 1943 
figure. 

“It is very likely that Up- 
landers, working out of town, 
obtained their food ration books 
somewhere else, which was pos- 
sible for them to do,” is the ex-

“If scores and scores of men 
cooperate to the fullest, part of 
the labor shortage can be “offset,” 
declared the energetic, versatile 
Mr. Thompson. “If there is not 
an increase in the number of vol- 
unteers many citrus growers face 
a tremendous loss. It is up to 
people in the community to meet 
the emergency by devoting their 


spare time to harvesting the 
crop.”

chamber of commerce, stating 
what days or portion of days they 
will be available for help.
